Ottawa, Aug. 10.—Canada’s popu- 
lation is estimated by the bureau of 
statistics as 9,658,000, an increase of 
139,000 over the estimate for last 
year.

ROGER POCOCK—THE CHAM- 
PION LONG-DISTANCE 
RIDER 


All British boys will be interested 
to know that the champion long- 
distance horseback rider is an Eng- 
lishman—Roger Pocock. 

His famous ride was made years 
ago. He rode alone frorh Fort Mac- 
leod, in Canada, clear through the 
United States to the city of Mexico 
3,600 miles, as far as from London 
to Chicago. 

He made the trip in 200 days, But 
he was actually travelling only 147 
days, so that he averaged 25 miles 
a day. He made the whole trip with 
3 horses, 

Pocock had been a member of the 
North-west Mounted Police in Can- 
ada. He has been an adventurer all 
his life. He has been a cowboy and 
a gold miner and a scout and a play- 
writer, [le is never happy unless he 
is in danger. 

He discovered that the “Wild 
West” of the United States is as 
wild as Siberia or Africa. He passed 
through Indian villages and robbers’ 
dens." He was in danger from bears, 
scorpions, wolves and snakes. 

He went through the famous 
“Robbers’ Roost’—a high strong- 
hold where 85 robbers lived and de- 


fied the police. 

He crossed Death Valley—the hot- 
test place in America—a land with- 
out a river or a spring of water. 

He spent several days among the 
Navajo Indians, who are said to be 
the richest savages in the world. 
There were 20,000 of them. 

He rode through the Great Canyon 
of Arizona, where a great river runs 
for 600 miles in a cleft a mile deep. 

When he reached Mexico, he was 
thrown in jail and held for ransom. 

He soon got free and went on his 
way. He found most of the Mexicans 
very friendly. Very few families al 
lowed him to pay for his food and 


lodging. 
He discovered that the United 
States is not at all like Great 


Britain, where there are good roads 
everywhere and no robber nor bands 
of savages. 

A brave man—this Roger Pocock 
He beat all American records for 
long horseback rides. 

After he had reached Mexico City, 
he met Buffalo Bill, the great scout. 
“Tenvy you that trip,” said Buffalo 
Bill. 

Pocock is too old to-day to makc 
such trips. But he still loves the 
wild, open country, and a long ride 
in a country where there are no 
roads and no towns.

500 COMBINES FOR HARVEST 
THIS FALL 


Calgary, Alta, Aug. 11,—Five 
hundred combines will be operating 
in Southern Alberta grain fields 
during the coming harvest, com- 
pared with 150 a year ago, accord- 
ing to estimates made to the Cal- 
gary branch of the Bradstreet com- 
pany. Record sales have been made 
by implement firms in combines this 
year, and other farm implements, 
particularly tractors, have shown a 
big advance, states the latest report 
of the mechanical agency. Some 
dealers report an increase of 50 per 
cent, compared with last year, 

Automobile dealers and dealers in 
accessories and tires state that busi- 
ness in their line has been exception- 
ally good and increases of 50 per 
cent. are reported over last year. 

General wholesale trade is con- 
sidered as very satisfactory, fruit, 
grocery, and confectionery houses 
being very busy and reporting in- 
creases over last year of 10 and 15 
per cent. Wholesale boot, shoe, and 
harness dealers and‘ apparel lines 
are doing a satisfactory business 
also. 

Retail merchants are finding busi- 
ness improved, continues the Brad- 
street report. A general increase of 
10 per cent. in city business is re- 
ported and a very satisfactory fall 
trade is anticipated. Collections are 
fair and better than last year. A 
general feeling of optimism, better 
than for many years, exists through- 
out the district in nearly all lines of 
trade and has continued throughout 
the summer months in an unusual 
volume. 


NATIONAL COUNCIL OF WOMEN 
WILL APPEAL FOR FOQUNDA- 
TION FUND 


A nation-wide appeal for a founda~ 
tion fund of $200,000 will be con- 
ducted by the National Council of 
Women of Canada, it is announced 
by Mrs. Frederick Etherington, of 
Kingston, Ont., convenor of the fund 
committee. Headquarters have been 
established in Kingston and prepara- 
tions are being made to begin the 
public effort in the latter part of 
September or early October. 

The National Council is a federa- 
tion of local councils which are 
composed of women’s orjranizations 
of every kind. It is rep)esented in 
every principal city of the Dominion 
and has a membership whieh, allow- 
ing for duplications, is estimated to 
exceed 200,000 women. 

The foundation fund, when invest- 
ed by a board of directors to be 
named, is expected to yield an an- 
nual income of $10,000, This will be 
used to pay part of the expenses 
of delegates to natior.al conventions 
of the organizations, and also to
